The crowda rushed 
through tbe fences and crowded into 
the doorways of the house in their ex- 
citement. It was necessary for the 
Governor to go to the Bide door to meet 
bis returning fellow citizens, as it was 
impossible for him to reach tbe front 
door, where he bad been speaking.

Governor McKinley responded to bis 


Canton friends as follows: 


"My fellow citizens—How can I make 


fitting response to this splendid tribute 
which bas been paid by three of my old 
and earliest friends. I think I might 
be excused by merely saying that I am 
inadequate to tbe task and can only ex- 
press my gratitude from a full and over- 
flowing heart. I bave had a good many 
touching incidents in my life. Yester- 
day immediately After the nomination I 
was surrounded by neighbors and fellow 
citizens wbo did not go to St. Louis and 
by friends, and then1 came 4000 more of 
them from the city of Akron last night.

President Crespo advised congrew 


eotne months ago to meet the prevailio 
agitation for a depreciated currency b 
a constitutional enactment. Coogrei 
passed tbe law and it bas now been COD 
tinned by all tbe Btatee. It la as fo 
lows: 


"Neither the legislature nor executiv 


power or any other power In the repub 
lie shall in any case or for any motiv 
issue paper money nor declare as lega 
tender any bank notes or' any otbe 
value represented in paper, nor shal 
the coinkig of silver or nickel be orderec 
without previous authorization of con 
frees subject to tbe same procedure a 
n tbe enactment of other laws." 
At preeent the Venezuelan circulation 


conalata of 20,000,000 bolivars (20 cents) 
of which 12,000,000 ia in gold and 8,000, 
000 in silver. Tbia silver alresdylin cir 
culation will not be retired. The future 
coinage will be restricted to gold ant 
gold certificates representing actual gold 
on hand.

SETTLERS MASSACRED. 


Every Room Occupied and 


Space at a Premium, 


ST. Louis, June 19.—This week has 


)eeu one of the busiest tbe hotels of St 
Louis ever had. Every room in the bo 
els was crowded and cot space in the 
lalla wae at a premium. During the 
hree days of the convention the Plant 
ra' hotel lodged 1206 people, and on 
Wednesday evening 2580 people were 
ed in the dining room. Over three tons 
f Spring chickens, beef and mutton 
rere consumed. Tbe Southern,Lin dell 
Laclede and other prominent hotels 
were crowded. 
The police arrange- 
ments were excellent and there was a 
ery email amount of pocketpickingand 
incited Crimea, considering tbe crowd 
f people that thronged the hotels each 
ay. Chief of Police Harridan bad a 
arge force of men at each railway ela- 
tion and at each of the hotels, and 
whenever a well-known thief or suspi- 
cious character waa seen he « aa at once 
taken to tbe city prison, and locked up 
and beld until after the convention. The 
crowd waa well bandied at the conven- 
tion ball. Begarding this feature, J.H. 
Manley gave out a sinned statement 
highly complimenting Bergeant-at-anns 
T.E. Byrnes of Minneapolis on the man- 
agement of tbe convention, which he de- 
clared to be the most perfectly managed 
convention he had ever attended. 


AMERICANS IN CUBA. 


OLNEY WILL INSIST ON THEIR 


PltOTKCTION. 


Ho Instructs Minister Taylor to 


. Take Actioii in Behalf of the 


Del Gadoa. 


jiein.vaTOv, Juno 19.—Inatructioua 


of a direct and positive character have 
been sent to tho San Francisco minister 
at Madrid, Humus Taylor, to make 
strong representations to tho Spanish 
government in view of securing repara- 
tion for indignities to Dr. Jose del Gado 
and other American citizens in Cuba. 


The instructions went by mail some 


days ago and should reach Madrid about 
the preeent time. A cablegram baa 
been Bant to Mr. Taylor at Paris Baking 
that he return to Madrid aa soon as he 
ia able to travel in order to attend to the 
matter. 
It ie understood tbe purpose ia not BO 


much to press u pecuniary claim at a 
time when Spain ie embarrassed aa it is 
Lo insist on the right of full protection 
Lo the persons of American citizens in 
Cuba. Mr. Olney's instructions were 
eeut before meeting Dr. del Gado and his 
father, who are now in tho city, hut 
their preecnco baa afforded an oppor- 
tunity to secure auch full details of the 
Indignities na may become desirable 
when Mr. Taylor acts on hia return to 
Madrid. 


The circumstance of tho case eo pre- 


lentcd to the department hrinns out 
some important ptiaeea not shown in 
the reprefientatlone from Havana wbicb 
preceded tho arrival of the Ddl Gadoa. 
The cuptoraary criticism against General 
Weyler ia varied in this inatance by full 
approval of the energetic steps taken by 
him to afford the Del Gadoa every aid 
toward reparation. 


At the uugttestion of Consul-General 


Lee and on the advice of Dr. Rodriguez, 
their consul here, they came to Wash- 
ington to make a personal statement to 
tbe secretary. They bave shown to Mr. 
Olney the machete which was broken in 
tbe blow across Del Gado'u fate, the 
bullet which he received on tbe firat 
volley and a photograph of Dr. Del 
Gado on a stretcher after being taken 
from the place of shooting. These 
have lent a graphic instance to their re- 
cital of tho event. 


The action of Mr. Olney in instruct- 
ing Minister Taylor places the caee 
above one of a pecuniary character aa a 
claim. Under the rulea of the depart- 
ment a claim for pecuniary damages 
must stato u fixed Bum. It ie believed, 
however, that in the Del Gado case the 
pecuniary claim for damage to tbe Del 
Gado plantation etc., wilt be subordi- 
nated to the personal indignity involved, 
which ia construed as earioua mainly 
through ita offense to American citizen- 
ship. After that is eettled, tho pecuni- 
ary loss of the Del Gadoa will doubtless 
be the subject of claim for indemnity. 


The fttashonas Have Joined the 


Matabelcs. 


LONDON, June 20.—Telegrams received 


from Buluwayo indicate that the Mas- 
honas have joined the Matabele rising 
ind the situation is much more grave. 
Thero are numerous cases of isolated 
settlers being massacred. The people 
around flan Xury and Fort Charter have 
been ordered into lagera. The whole 
Mazo diatrict ie full of revolt. 


A dispatch to the ChroKiektrom. Bulu- 


wayo says tbe situation ia ao serious 
that the Cape mounted infantry baa 
been ordered to Maehonaland and the 
imperial troops have been ordered up 
from Mafking.

for tbe purchase of two additional cruis- 
ers.

Bolters Would Co-operate If th 


Democrats Would Allow Them 


to Lead. 


ST. Louis, Jane 19.—A special from 


1'ittebarpto tbe Republic mya: Ohair- 
man W. F. Harrity of tbe Democrat! 
national committee passed through here 
today en rotate to Philadelphia from St 
Louis. He has been the gneat of ex 
Governor David R.- Francis of Mistoori 
While in St. Louis Mr. Harrity decline* 
to be interviewed on the subject of pol 
tics for the reason that hie visit there 
Wflfl of a purely personal and soci 
character, and that it neemed indelicate 
or him to diacuea politics from a Demo- 
cratic standpoint while the Republican 
party waa tbe guest of St. Louis. 


When aoked about the platform 
adopted he aaid: 


"In my opinion the action of the na- 
lonal convention makes it even more 
mportant that the Chicago convention 
hall declare for sound money than if an 
quivocal financial plank had been 
ilaced in the St. Louis platform. I am 
n record as predicting that the Demo 
ratic national convention would not de- 
late for the free coinage of eilver. and 
am atill hopeful that the sound money 
lament of the Democratic party will 
revail in the convention." 
"What effect will the withdrawal of 
enator Teller and hia free silver aaeo- 
iatee from tbe Republican convention 
ave upon the Chicago convention?'1 
was asked. 
"It ought to give no encouragement to 
nr parly to auopt a Ireo silver plank, 
t will be found that tho gentlemen who 
olted the St. Louie convention will not 
ake any step to help the Democratic 
arty. They will doubtless co-operate 
witb Democrats providing the Demo- 
rate will follow where they lead. 
"Tbe suggestion that Senator Teller 


may be nominated by the Chicago uon- 
ontlon ia not worthy of a motnenL'e 
erioue consideration. 
"I believe," continued Mr. Harrity, 
that the Democracy can enter the cam- 
sign with much more of hope and con- 
dence if they will unequivocally de- 
are for the existing gold standard.

THREE MISREPRESENTATIVES 


In the platform adopted by the lie- 


pnbllcans ol California was the follow- 
ing plank: 


"We favor the free and unlimited 


coinace ol eilver »it the ratio of 10 to l, 
and tile making of silver BB well BB nald 
a legal tender in payment of all debts, 
both public and private." 


That plank" was adopted after due 


consideration. The opposing idea was 
represented by men of ability, and it 
failed to be adopted 
only because 


U was not the idea ol the Kepub- 
licano of California, as they were rep- 
resented iu that convention. Tbe plank 
meant that California KemtbllcanB were 
unequivocally in favor of the free coiu- 
nge of silver, and that any man who 
would properly represent them in the 
national convention muet do all that be 
coald to secure the free coinage of the 
white metal. Doing other or leae than 
that, he would be false to hie constitu- 
ency. 


When, in the national convention, 


the silver men introduced a resolution 
demanding the free coinage of eilver, 
Foraker moved to lay the resolution on 
the table. It was the supreme moment 
when the relative strength of the oppos- 
ing ideas was to be tested, and ihe sil- 
ver men, forlorn ot hope but unflinching 
JntheespreBoionofthe faith that was 
in them, prepared to meet it. In tbe 
vote that then was taken fifteen Califor- 
nians voted for eilver and three voted 
for gold. The honor which w given to 
the man who discharges a trust faith- 
fully, is due to the fifteen. The three 
were false to the convention that elected 
them and to the Republicans of the 
•tate of California. The three were 
Dan Cole, J. H. Neff and J. S. Srear. 


They should no more oe elected to 


representative positions, for they can- 
not he trusted in them. Dan Cole, Ja- 
cob Neff and J. S. Spear are entitled to 
their individual opinions on the finan- 
cial question, but they wore not cutitled 
to vote for geld in the St. Louis conven- 
tion. They could not do it without be- 
traying * trait. If they could not con- 
ecientiouely vote for free ailver there was 
an honorable thing for them to do, and 
it was to refuse to accept a position 
where they would 1» bound in honor to 
do so. An individual baa a clear right 
to hie individual belief, but he has DO 
right to accept it position where if ho 
acts upon that belief He must betray a 
trust. There is another coarse that a 
man of honor must follow. 


The Republican party by its leaders 


hoe declared for free liiver only through 
international agreement. The HEI-UH- 
LICAH ftCCCpU tba situation, feelinc that 
protection it tbe paramount issue before 
tho American people. 
But none the 


IMB it feeli that California Republican 
•entiment, M expressed in tbe slate 
convention, waa entitled to free and 
complete expression in the national 
convention, and that it was moral cow- 
ardice or worse which divided such an 
expression, 


Tint afternoon contczspsrary has at 


least one Demoractic symptom. It is 
alwaye putting its foot in it and calling 
public attention to its awkward predica- 
ment. In its issue of yesterday it has 
a food deal to say about the fact that 
the REI'UUUCAS is an adyocaU of bi- 
metallism while' the Republican na* 
tional convention has declared against 
bimetallism without international agree- 
ment.

Fresiio'8 Great Opportunity—In 
terview Wifh Captain Fraiik Bar-' 
rett—No Limit Named for the 
Probable Development. 


The indicationa are that tbe Ooalinga 


oil field is to become one of the greatest, 
tot only on this coast, but in the whole 
country. Every day brings new devel- 
opments, and no man can tell what a 
day may bring forth. The gusher which 
was struck last Friday evening is con- 
sidered good for 1000 barrels a day and 
it may go much higher, aa wells often 
increase in flow till their first output is 
doubled. Everything is activity in the 
district. Thirty thousand acres have 
been staked of! and filed on by the com- 
pany which was organized by Captain 
Frank Barrett. Other persons are filing 
claims for record in the county record- 
er's office here at the rate of 3000 or 
4000 acres daily. 


Captain Frank Barrett, accompanied 


by Mrs. Barrett, arrived in Fresno last 
night from the oil region, and he is 
highly elated over the turn affairs have 
taken at the wells. He is an old oil 
man and experience has rendered his 
judgment valuable in such matters. He 
declares that the development of the oil 
district means more for this valley than 
anything 
it 
has 
ever had, 
and 


if the contemplated pipe line ia built to 
thia city it will add atleatit500 workmen 
to tbe population of Fresno. 


When seen by * representative of thia 
aper at the Hughes hotel last night,, 
Japtain Barrett spoke as follows of thn 
gusher, and of the general outlook in 
the district: 


"The guaber came in about 6 o'clock 


Friday evening, just aa the men were 
about to quit work. The well is CM 
inches, and is 705 feet deep. I waa not 
there' at the time, and had left orders 
for the men who were drilling the well 
not to go below 800 feet before I got 
bade, unlesi indicationa were very fa- 
vorable. 1 waa under the impression 
that this well had missed the oil sand, 
although its only 800 feet from one of 
our other good wells. We had struck A 
•mall How of oil at a depth of 200 feet, 
and below that the hole bad been dry, 
and I Intended to abandon it when tho 
drill bad gone five feet further. 
"At 0 o'clock Friday evening, as I 


said,' the drill struck the oil sand, and a 
telegram* waentto me at Selma. I 
left at oncefor.Coalinga and reached the 
well Saturday morning. The oil had 
then tilled 150 feet of the well, and was 
rapidly rising. 
"By tbe next morning the nil had risen 


650 feet in the well. A constant rum- 
bling was heard all Saturday night, and. 
we knew what wan coming. 


'

"In a short timo the oil reached the 


mouth of the well and began to flow 
out. It did not How regularly, but 
would discharge a small quantity, then 
sink back into the casing, and after a 
short time flow again. We noticed that 
the intervale between the Hows grow 
shorter and shorter, and the Hows 
largoreach time. Each (low amounted 
to about a barrel by this time, and wo 
were satisfied that it wua comine all 
right. We placed a two-inch plank 
Across the top of the casing and bolted 
it (Irmly down to the framework of the 
derrick to prevent the oil from wasting. 


"A mail waa detailed to watch the 


wt>H. For several hours all went well; 
but Hie pressure became BO strong in- 
aid tithe caeinic that tho plank waa blown 
off, and then tho gusher begun in ear- 
nest. It throw the oil n hundred feet 
into the air, cleur thirty feet above the 
top of the derrick. The flow was sixty 
h'arrels an hour, which would be equal

do any work at the business, it being 
doubtful if he even entered the packing 
house five times during the season.

The temptation IB 
too great to these men to remain in, and 
also to others to enter into so profitable 
business, j. ,—e, -.9per cent dividend.

miles northwest of Latrobe and Kara 
aunu, who was a wood chopper, w 
camped not far distant. On the iiijr 
of the murder Kamaunu got to drinki_ 
and imagining that MM, Kobineon ha 
eome money, he called her outaide at 
late hour and a tamped her to death wit 
his hoot heels, after which be raneacket 
tbe house. While in jail awaiting tm 
he made a codfeasion, but this wa 
ruled out on the trial on the eround th 
it waa not altogether voluntary. Th 
eliminated, the evidence upon whic 
Kauiaunu was convicted was entire! 
circuinetautial, but the circuiustautii 
evidence wae very etrone. 


The body of Mrs, Kobineon, whe 


found, was lying at the front yard gate 
clad in a. night dress. The marks upo 
it showed elie had been stamped tc 
death. The imprint of a new boot hee 
wae plainly discern able upon her heat 
and body and not far distant was & Brii 
ish bulldog revolver lying in the praas 


This pistol waa identified as Kiimau 


nu'e aud the nails in his boote Gtted to 
the marks on the old woman's face ant 
head. On thie and contradictory state- 
ments thc jury found him guilty.
